The mission work within the state has made good prog- 
ress during the year. While the financial conditions have 
not been as good as last year, yet the pastors and churches 
and all tne working forces of the denomination in the state 
have rendered splendid service and the various causes have 
made great strides forward. 

The 75-Million Campaign 

1. We call special attention to the Re-enforcement 
Campaign which will be put on in all of the Associations 
this Fall, when an effort will be made (a) to enlist all mem- 
bers who did not subscribe to the 75-Million Campaign at 
the beginning and all new members who have since come in- 
to our church; (b) to collect all pledges due and to solicit 
cash contributions from all who have made no pledges; and 
(c) to enroll as many tithers as possible in all of our 
churches. 

2. We present the following facts concerning the prog- 
ress of the 75-Million Campaign up to May Ist, 1922; 
Amount pledged by Mississippi, $4,209,585. Amount paid 
first year, $862,196; second year, $535,273, third year $427,- 
182.58; ‘Total $1,824,651.58. Amount paid by all of the 
South, $35,164,309.77. 

We would urge that contributions to this fund be made 
regularly by all of the churches and that the treasurers for- 
ward the amounts monthly to Dr. R. B. Gunter, Jackson.

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Last year under the direction of the Home Mission 
Board we had 1,188 missionaries who supplied 3,131 church- 
es and delivered 165,445 sermons and addresses, Baptized 
561 converts, organized 305 churches, built and improved 
456 houses of worship, organized 786 Sunday Schools, dis- 
tributed millions of pages of tracts and thousands of copies 
of the Scripture.

Report on Foreign Missions 


It would be impossible in this brief report to record all 
the wonderful things God has wrought in our Foreign Mis- 
sion Fields, we can merely call attention to the most import- 
ant. The total amount contributed to Foreign Missions by 
Southern Baptists during the past year is $1,814,598.32. A 
great relief work has been done in the field that is occupied 
by*our Missionaries. 

$95,.492,19 has been given and designated for this work, 
there has been a great growth in our work on the foreign 
fields, this growth has been along the following lines: In the 
faithfulness of the Missionaries, and the blessings of God 
upon their labors. The growth of the Missionaries institute 
the converts which they have baptized, the growth and de- 
velopment of the noted christians and the growing friendli- 
ness of noted populations for the Missionaries and their 
work. 

We have now on our Foreign Mission Fields 622 church- 
es with a total membership of 64,251. We have in our Sun- 
day Schools 53,601 students, we have in the Day Schools 
conducted by our missionaries 26,423 students with 370 Min- 
isterial Students. The total number baptized during the 
vear is 7,891. Another interesting fact about our Foreign 
Mission work is the increased giving on the part of noted 
christians. During the past year $465,235 was given. This 
is a far greater average per capita, than was given by South- 
ern Baptists. A great new field has been opened in Europe 
and promises to become one of our great missionary oppor- 
tunities. 

The great need now is that our people shall be faithful 
in meeting their pledges to the 75-Million Campaign so that 
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work may go forward and new fields of opportunities be fill- 
ed with new missionaries in those rapidly growing fields.

The Baptist Record, the official organ of Mississippi 
Baptists, reaches 10,500 homes, while we are informed there 
are 200,000 Baptists in Mississippi. The average family, 
we believe, consists of about five persons, hence, it can 
readily be seen that approximately 30,000 homes in Missis- 
sippi never see the Baptist Record, which has grown to be 
one of the best religious periodicals in the South. 

This means that at least 75% of Mississippi Baptists 
do not keep in touch with our denominational program, and 
how can we be efficient and loyal Baptists unless we know 
what our denomination is doing and striving to do, and how 
may we know these things unless we read Baptist period- 
icals and Baptist literature? 

We-would recommend and urge that the pastors and 
finance committees of the various churches in this Associa- 
tion emphasize the necessity and importance of the Baptist 
Record going into every Baptist home, as it is a matter of 
record that the more Baptist Literature we read, the more 
interested we become in Kingdom work and the more liberal- 
ly we will support the objects fostered by our denomination. 

“Home and Foreign Fields” published by The Baptist 
Sunday School Board, Nashville, Tennessee ,as its name im- 
plies, if read, will keep us posted as to what progress is be- 
ing made by our missionaries in the different fields. 

The Tract Department of our State Board at Jackson, 
Miss., will upon request furnish tracts on tithing, steward- 
ship and denominational plans. If Baptist periodicals and 
ltterature were more liberally patronized and read, a great 
many of our people would becom? tithers, and if one-tenth 
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of Mississippi Baptists would tithe, the problem of financing 
our work would be settled.

The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage which was establish- 
ed twenty-five years ago, has cared for more than one thous- 
and children, many of whom are now filling positions of use- 
fulness jn our state and other states. We have now in the 
home 180, all of whom are in good health, and are being 
trained in many of the arts And vocations preparatory to a 
useful life; special attention: being given to their mental, 
moral and religious training. 

_ This home is supported entirely by voluntary contribu- 
tions, Our people have been loyal in their support of our 
orphan children in the years passed. They are now receiv- 
ing their support through the 75-Million Fund, their prorata 
of which is just sufficient to meet their actual expenses if 
alt pledges are paid. We urge that our church members 
pay their pledges to the campaign, that the orphans may 
have their living. We also recommend that our people con- 
tinue their donations of clothing, dry goods, groceries and 
supplies of all kinds which help very materially in their sup- 
port. We also urge that our churches and people generally 
join with the forces that are seeking to improve the sani- 
tary, health and moral conditions throughout the state, in 
so doing prevent the necessity of breaking up many homes 
and separating children from their mothers.

CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. Tais Association shall be called the Greene 
County Association of Missionary Baptists. 


Article 2. The object of this association shall be to 


carry out our Lord’s command, viz: “Go ye therefore and 


make disciples of all nations, baptizing them in the name of 
ae. 
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the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit, teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded 
you, and I am with you always, even unto the end of the 
world.” And especially to promote the Sunday Schooi 
cause, to encourage a deeper interest in our denominational 
schools and literngture; to encourage temperance; to use our 
best efforts to preach the gospel to the destitute, and to 
further any and all worthy benevolent enterprises. 

Article 3. The membership of this body shall consist 
of messengers elected annually by the churches belonging to 
tne association, with the resident pastors. 

Article 4. This association shall meet annually at a 
time and place decided upon at a preceding meeting. 

Article 5. It shall be the duty of each church belong- 
ing to this body to elect and send annually three messengers, 
together with a letter containing such information as may 
be required to make up inteilig:ble tables of statistics. 

Articel 6. The officers of this association shall be a 
Moderator, an Assistant Moderator, and a Secretary-Treas- 
urer, who shall be elected annually by ballot and shall hold 
their office until their successors are elected, whose duties 
shall be such as devolve upon such officers. 

Article 7. There shall be a Mission Board consisting 
of on2 member from each church belonging to this associa- 
tion, such members to be appointed annually by the Modera- 
tor and approved by the Association. 

Article 8. This Board shall meet while the Association 
is in session and elect its own chairman and secretary, and 
attend to any other business that may be necessary, an 
shall hold its meetings regularly thereafter on Saturday be- 
fore the fifth Sunday during the year. _ This Board shall 
have power to transact all business relating to the objects 
for which this Association stands. Five or more shall be 
constituted a quorum to transact business at any regular 
meeting. 

Article 9. This Association shall never exercise any 
ecclesiastical authority whatever over the churches. 

Article 10. Corresponding messengers from other As- 
sociations and conventions of Missionary Baptists, and all 
brethren who may be invited to seats with us are entitled to 
all the privileges of the Association except the right to vote. 

Art: 11. Before the close of the meeting of the Assoc- 
iation, the Moderator shall appoint a principal and an al-. 
ternate to preach the Introductory Sermon at the next meet- 
ing of the Association. 
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Article 12. All questions coming before the Associa- 
tion shall be decided by a majority vote, except that it shall 
require a two-thirds vote to exclude a church, or alter the 
Constitution or Articles of Faith; and any such alteration 
shall be made only after one year’s notice thereof has been 
given, it being definitely understood that Article 1 shall ever 
remain in full force. 


Article 13. Every church belonging to this Association 


is expected to contribute regularly to the work of this As- 3. 


sociation, the contributing church or individual having the 
right to specify the object to which the contribution shall 
be applied. 

Article 14. Every sitting of this Association shall be 
opened and closed with prayer. 





ARTICLES OF FAITH — _ 

1. We believe in one God, the Father, the Son and the 
Holy Ghost—equal in power and glory. 

2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old Testament 
and the New were written by the inspiration of God, and are 
the only rules of faith and practice. 

3. We believe in the doctrine of original sin, of total 
depravity and man’s inability to restore himself in the favor 


_of God. 


4. We believe that God chose His people, in Christ, be- 
fore the foundation of the world, and that they are kept by 
the power of God through faith unto salvation ready to be 
revealed in the last time. 

5. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of 
God only by the imputed righteousness of Christ. 

6. We believe that the Gospel is God’s appointed 
means of calling sinners to the knowledge of the Truth; and 
as He has commanded it to be preached to every creature, 
all are required to obey. . 

7. We believe that good works are the fruit of faith, 
and the only evidence of justification; and that all believers 
will abound therein from a principle of love. 

8. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, the just 
and the unjust, and the general judgement, and that the 
joys of the righteous and the punishment of the wicked will 
ET AVe bel 

“9. 'e believe that a visible church of Christ is com- 
posed of baptized believers only, who are oreaead to

keep up a discipline agreeable to the rules of the New Testa- 
ment Scriptures. : 

10. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only lawgiver 
of His church and that the government is with the church 
each member having equal rights therein. 

11. We believe that Baptism and the Lord’s Supper 
are the only ordinances of the Church, and are to be contin- 
ued until the second coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

12. We believe that immersion only is Baptism, and 
can be administered only by those duly authorized by the 
church, and that only believers in Christ are the proper sub- 
jects of the ordinance. 

18. We believe that regularly Baptized believers only 
have a right to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 

14. We believe that the churches compose Christ’s 
visible kingdom on the earth, and they are independent of 
each other; choosing their-own bishops, and other executive 
officers, none of whom may lord it over God’s heritage. 


Rules of Decorum 


1. All meetings of the Association shall be opened 
with prayer and closed with prayer and benediction. 


2. The first order of business shall be the calling of 
the roll of the churches composing the same and the enroll- 
ment of delegates representing them. : 

3. No delegates can be enrolled until they furnish evi- 
dence in writing from the chureh which they propose to rep- 
resent, which shall be submitted to the Clerk. 

4. No business shall be discussed by the body unless it 
shall have been brought up before it by a motion sustained 
by a second. . 

6. The Moderator may correct any speaker for mis- 
quotation, personal reflection, or indiscreet language. 

7. Any member feeling himself aggrieved by the rul- 
ing or the Moderator may appeal to the Association, when 
if it is sustained by a two-thirds vote, the Moderator’s rul- 
ing shall be reversed. 

8. All members shall use the térm “Brother” when ad- 
dressing or speaking to each other; and one failing to ob- 
serve this rule shall subject himself to reprimand by the 
Moderator. 

9. Any or all of the rules may be altered or amended 


at any regular meeting by a two-thirds majority vote.
